Named Queen of Edgely 

This famous new Rose originated four years ago as a sport of the American Beauty at 
the nurseries of The Floral Exchange, located at Edgely, Pa., where it has been under care-

Begins to bloom 
when but 3 or 4 inches high, and is 
never without bloom if kept healthy. 

The full, double flowers are produced 
in sprays of three or more and are of 
the finest imaginable form. The outer 
petals are pearl white, shading to a 
center of rosy pink, but vary some- 
times from pure white to silvery rose 
on the same plant.
